In the Brief Description of the Figures of the instant application, the description of Figure 
23 includes sequence identifiers for the EMI 64 vl.l DNA (SEQ ID NO:93) and protein (SEQ ID 
NO:94) sequences, the EM164 vl.2 DNA (SEQ ID NO:95) and protein (SEQ ID NO:96) 
sequences, and the EM164 vl.3 DNA (SEQ ID NO:97) and protein (SEQ ID NO:98) sequences. 
However, due to an oversight, only sequences corresponding to SEQ ID NOs:93, 94, 95 and 97 
were included in the Sequence Listing (SEQ ID NOs:93, 94, 95 and 96, respectively) filed in the 
instant application on August 25, 2004. 

The substitute Sequence Listing being filed herewith corrects this error. Each of the six 
sequences noted in the description of Figure 23 is now included in the Sequence Listing. 
Support for the substitute Sequence Listing may be found in Figure 23 which shows each of the 
six sequences. 

No new matter has been added.
